Jazz Pianist LARRY VUCKOVICH, 

. . . inspired by the jazz sounds 
he'd heard on Yugoslavian radio, 
sought out improvizational players 
at the now-defunct clubs like Jimbo's 
Bop City and The Blackhawk. 

He learned from pianist Vince 
Guaraldi and sax player John Handy, 
drew from his Balkan roots, studied 
classical piano at San Francisco State 
and, in the process, developed his own 
expressive style. Through the '50s and 
'70s, Vuckovich cycled in and out of 
San Francisco's jazz community, playing 
countless festivals, clubs and show¬ 
cases. He never stopped playing. 

Since August of 1979, Vuckovich 
has been spending five nights a week 
seated at the grand piano in the One 
Up lounge atop Hyatt-on-Union Square. 
This would seem an unlikely spot to find 
an adventurous jazzman.

hotel is wrong." the 45 year old Vuck¬ 
ovich said recently. "A lot of phony 
musicians have given the gig a bad 
name. If you ran a business like some 
of these guys play piano, you'd go 
broke. " 

At the One Up, Vuckovich freely 
mixes his own daring jazz styles with 
songs by Duke Ellington, Jerome Kern, 
Richard Rodgers and Avery Parrish. Then 
he'll throw in some Brazilian and 
Spanish music, improvised blues and 
Balkan folk. 

In addition, Inner City Records 
recently has released a Vuckovich 
album, "Blue Balkan." Though over the 
years Vuckovich has contributed his 
piano to recordings by the likes of 
Jon Hendricks and Philly Joe Jones, 
"Blue Balkaft represents the first 
album he can call his own. 

Vuckovich already had been 
playing piano for eight years when he 
first arrived in San Francisco back 
in '51. Sharing stages with Mel Torme, 
Monk Montgomery and Brew Moore, 
Vuckovich grew into the '60s. He met 
up with be-bop singer Jon Hendricks, 
joined his touring band in '65 and 
was off to Canada and Europe. Vucko¬ 
vich also worked on his own in Europe 
and with Philly Joe Jones. When the 
(cont 11 d next column) 


pianist returned to San Francisco 
in '70, he was stunned to find that 
rock 'n roll had drastically altered 
the city's music scene. 

"This acid rock," said Vuckovich, 
"was repetitious, lacked desire and 
had no imagination. But it had a 
strong impact on the culture. Jazz 
was being pushed out the back door." 

Vuckovich stayed in the Bay Area 
and in 1974 began a two-year sting in 
Jon Hendricks' "Evolution of the 
Blues." Larry was the only white 
player on stage. 

Vuckovich moved from the stage 
to the tube during '78 and part of '79 
as he filled out the rhythm section for 
Sonny Buxton's AM Weekend. The show 
ran 14 months, during which time 
Vuckovich accompanied such jazz greats 
as Eddie Harris, Milt Jackson, 

Cal Tjader and Blue Mitchell. Vucko¬ 
vich subsequently joined the house 
rhythm section at Keystone Korner 
and, when the opportunity arose, 
began his solo piano shows at the 
Hyatt. 

With such an active playing 
schedule, Vuckovich has a right to 
be pleased. "You'd be surprised," 
he said, "how many of this country's 
greatest jazz players are working

The town of Sarajevo is to be 
host to the 14th Winter Olimpics 
in 1984. This picturesque town, 
surrounded by the Jahorina, Bje- 
laSnlca, Igman, Trebevid and 
Romanija mountain, is the 
administrative, political, econo¬ 
mic, cultural and sports centre of 
the Socialist Republic of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. Major prepara¬

The following article is the translation of a 
previous article which appeared in our March issue 
of the KALIFORNSKI. The translation was done by our 
ever willing PETER BISKUP and was done from the 
original article done in Matica by NENAD GOL. 

We had a very interesting meeting with JOHN BASOR 
an emigrant from Watsonville in California. Even 
though he has been living in California for seventeen 
years, it was not hard to recognize a born Dubrov- 
chanin more specifically a Konavljanin. However, 
that is more specifically a characteristic of our 
emigrant colony in Watsonville, sometimes called 
"Male Konavle" who thoroughly guard the mother tongue 
and the characteristic speech of Dubrovnik and its 
surroundings. 

JOHN BASOR from Konavle near Dubrovnik came to 
Watsonville to a long established condition of habit 
because the Konavljani began to settle in this part 
of California about the year 1880, fully a 100 years 
ago. As a distinction from his predecessors, JOHN 
BASOR did not engage in agriculture but went instead 
to school. He graduated from a University in San 
Francisco and is now a teacher of the english, Spanish 
and russian languages. 

Our immigrants in Watsonville for the most part 
are from Konavle (Resetars, Marinovich, Franich) and 
there are some Brachani (Derpich, Kusanovich) all 
attracted by the fertile Pajaro Valley and its fertile 
soil where they raise lettuce, strawberries and apples 
From the beginning they fostered and guarded their 
lodges and societies so in Watsonville there is a 
branch of the Croatian Fraternal Union, the Slavic 
American Benevolent Society and just a few years ago 
the younger people organized a Jugoslav club and 
since last year in Watsonville there is a new organ¬ 
ization known as YACO (YUGOSLAV-AMERICAN CULTURAL 
ORGANIZATION). The President of this group is 
Andy Gulermovich born in Watsonville and John Basor 
is the Publicity Director. We are publishing our 
newletter under the title "The KALIFORNSKI" , says 
John and for the past 3 years we have had a 
course in the Yugoslav language in our night school. 

On Sundays we have a Jugoslav Radio Program for our 
immigrants. All this gives good results and enriches 
the social life of our colony in Watsonville. 

When Ivo visited the Matica Iseljenika in Zagreb, 
he delivered the wishes of the California Konavljani 
to cooperate with the Matica and requested that they 
needed books, posters and school materials. They 
said that this time they would do all they could to 
satisfy our wishes.

CALIFORNIANS FROM YUGOSLAVIA 


History has recorded that a steady stream of Yugoslavs; Croatians, Serbians 
•andSlovenes, have come to the shores of America beginning with the voyage of 
Columbus. However, the first to make a significant impact upon the develop¬ 
ment of California was a Croatian Jesuit, Father Fernando Konscak. 

As a result of three arduous exploratory expeditions which Konscak 
led in Baja California by both land and sea in 1746 and again in 1753, he 
was one of the explorers to verify that California was not an island. Further¬ 
more, the detailed maps and diaries of his travels paved the way for future 
explorations of upper California. 

The discovery of god at Coloma in 1848, the single most factor which 
was to change the course of California's history, was also to change the 
lives of thousands of Yugoslavs from the coastal areas of Istria and Dalmatia. 
The vast majority of those who were lured by the dream of finding a fortune in 
the gold fields of the fabulous Mother Lode regions came as single men, either 
by way of Panama or around the "Horn" on sailing ships. 

Others came overland, primarily from the Gulf region of New Orleans, 
where they were already an important part of the oyster industry. Most came 
to work in the mines, and some eventually became mine owners. Those who 
did not work in the mines ran coffee houses and saloons, supply stores and 
boarding houses. 

For those Yugoslavs who made a "strike," their thoughts began to turn 
to purchasing land, building a home and marrying. As there was a shortage of 
eligible Yugoslavian women in the mining camps, the men wrote home for their 
sweethearts to join them, or as was often the case, married the local Irish 
or Mexican girls. Some, even returned to their homeland to find a bride. 

Amador County, where the largest number of Slavonians remained after 
the "gold fever" lost its fascination, was the site of the first Yugoslav 
building, at Sutter Creek, to be erected in America. The town of Jackson 
was the site of the first Serbian Orthodox Church to be built in the new 
world. 

In late 1848, as activity once again resumed in San Francisco following 
the initial exodus to the gold fields, numerous Slavonians were among those 
who returned to the city to take part in the opportunities for gaining wealth. 
Records reveal that in 1860 there were as many as 50 Slavonian business 
establishments on Davis Street (Barbary Coast) alone. 

San Francisco was also to have the distinction of being the birthplace 
of the first Yugoslav protective and benevolent society to be organized in the 
United States: THE SLAVONIC ILLYRIC MUTUAL AND BENEVOLENT SOCIETY, established 
in 1857. The society was to assist in the organization of the CROATIAN AND 
SLOVENE CATHOLIC CHURCH OF NATIVITY OF SAN FRANCISCO in 1901. 


Adventurous Dalmatian sea captains and mariners, were also to play an 
important role in early California history. 

As early as 1860, over 300 Dalmatians were part of the fishing industry 
of the Monterey and San Francisco areas. As the ports of Los Angles and San 
Diego opened in the early 1900's, they became prominent in the fishing in- 
ustry of these areas also.

Some, such as CAPTAIN STEFANO SPLIVALO and ANDREA MALOVOS, were to 
settle in the Santa Clara Valley where they and their descendents were to 
become important members of their communities. 

In the early 1870's the Yugoslav pioneers, attracted by the fertile 
valleys of California, began to turn to ranching, mainly as fruit growers. 

In the Watsonville area of Pajaro Valley, "MARKO-RABASA - APPLE DEALER", 
is credited with starting the apple business in 1870. In the San Joaquin 
Valley they grew grapes and a young Croatian immigrant, PETER J. DIVIZICH, 
was able to turn a wasteland of sand and tumbleweed into a multi-million 
dollar vineyard empire of national and international fame. 

In the Santa Clara Valley, the Yugoslavs nurtured and tended their 
prune, apricot, peach and cherry trees. Although the influx of the aerospace 
and electronic industry have forced most of the orchardists to either sell 
or transfer their ranches to other valleys in California, some of the pioneer 
families are still active as fruit growers: the SPAICH BROTHERS, NEDJO and 
SEKU, considered the largest independent growers of prunes in the state; 

IVAN MILOVINA AND SONS, considered one of the largest independent growers of 
pears in the state, and the families of PAUL MARIANI SR. who founded the 
Mariani fruit drying and packing empire in the 1920's are now considered 
one of the largest family-owned agribusiness conglomerates in the world. 

Many familiar Valley names such as, SAICH, LOPINA, PAVLINA and VIDOVICH, 
come to mind when looking at the early family farms of Yugoslav immigrants. 

Life for the early Slavonian orchardist was not easy, and the road to 
the "good life" was strewn with many hardships and challeges: the language, 
customs and traditions of their homeland, economic depressions and the some¬ 
times unpredictable weather conditions. However, a strong sense of family 
unity, an emphasis on education for their children and above all a stubborn 
c/eternhination to succeed, enabled them to become productive and respected 
members of their communities. 

Hard work was another important part of their formula for success. 
"Everyone in the family worked," says Cupertino resident 

CATHERINE GASICH, whose father, LUKA PAVISA, settled in the valley in 1886. 
"The women worked right along side their men and when a new baby arrived, 
it too went into the orchard with the mother, carefully wrapped in a blanket 
and gently carried in a clean fruit packing box." 

The children also worked, picking and preparing the fruit for the 
drying trays. "When unexpected rains hit, all the family members were sum¬ 
moned from their sleep and hustled outside, where the drying apricots, peaches 
and prunes had to be quickly stacked, only to be spread out to dry in the 
moring, if the sun reappeared, " recalls MATT POPOVICH, whose family had 
a ranch on Grant Road in Mountain View. 

But, there was time for relaxation also, and as MRS. ANNE (POPOVICH) 
PUTNAM remembers, "family and friends would celebrate the end of a harvest 
by having a lamb barbeque." There was a great deal of singing and dancing 
of the "kolo" a Yugoslavian circle dance, as music has always played a 
very important part in their culture. 

As a way to preserve their culture and provide a wholesome place for 
the young people of the Yugoslav community to meet during the prohibition 
years, the NAPREDAK CLUB (meaning progress) was organized in 1925. The club 
held its socials in a renovated storage barn on the Paul Mariani ranch. 

The club now meets at a social hall in San Jose and the culture of the 
Slavonians continues. 

The Yugoslavian people have contributed a great deal to the growth of 
California, while maintaining their own ethnic culture and traditions. It 
is these contributions and traditions that provide the focus for Spring 
Quarter's Californians from Yugoslavia exhibit, opening Monday, April 6.

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THE SINJ 


The Turks failed to seize the town on that 
day, and the next, although they attacked 
with all their forces. The defenders 
withstood every onslaught, inflicting heavy 
losses on the Turks. On seeing the 
innumerable bodies of his soldiers. Mustai- 
-pasha decided to retreat. The defenders 
then charged after the retreating army, 
causing panic and confusion in the Turkish 
ranks, so that even Mustai-pasha himself 
left behind his horse. Jedek, and his arms 


on the bank of the river Cetina and 
returned empty-handed whence he had 
come.

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I n the villages of the Sinj region, 
which is part of Dalmatia, it is 
common to see boys practice and compete 
in an unusual skill. 

They put a largish potato into a ring 
made of a piece of wire, and hang this up 
somewhere Then they run towards the ring 
with a wooden spear, which is really a 
sharpened stick, and aim at the potato. 
Each boy is allowed three runs. The one 
with the most hits is proclaimed the 
winner. 

Older boys. too. compete. They choose 
a meadow in which there is a large tree 
and suspend the ring from a branch. Unlike 
the younger boys, they make the run for 
the ring on horseback, trying to hit it with 
their spear 

Of course, they all dream about the day 
when they will be taking part in the real 
thing — the Sinjska alka tournament 

TO MARK AN 18th-CENTURY 
VICTORY 

The Sinjska alka tournament is a 
traditonal event held at the beginning of 
August every year in the picturesque little 
town of Sinj, not far from Split on the 
Adriatic Coast. This year's tournament was 
the 264th in order, which means that it has 
been held annually for over two and a half 
centuries. It is staged in remembrance of a 
victory scored in 1715 by a local force of 
no more than 600 men over an invading 
Turkish army of 30,000 well-armed soldiers. 

A Turkish armed force under Mustai- 
pasha. after crossing Dinara Mountain, had 
set up camp on the approaches to Sinj, 
threatening to invade the town at any 
moment. 

The pasha's emissaries called upon the 
defenders to surrender at once. The answer 
was: "You will not enter Sinj. except over 
our dead bodies". In the last hours of 
August 13th. the quiet of the summer night 
was broken only by the muffled sounds of 
moving waggons and clink of armour. 

At daybreak, the Turks launched their 
attack. They charged again and again, but 
the town withstood every assault. The 
thunder of Turkish gunfire shattered the air 
all day long. A fierce battle was waged.

like the horse which Turkish Mustai-pasha rode 
on August 13. 1715) 


A DEMONSTRATION OF PROWESS 

This year the knights of Smj 
commemorated their forefathers’ victory 
over the Osmanli army for the 264th time 

For three days the small town of Smj 
was the scene of a pageant dominated by 
the tournament itself, and accompanied by 
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folklore events, the sounds of music and 
general marry-making punctuated by 
cannon shots fired from the old fortress 
On the final day of the tournament, the 
contestants who had proved their skill 
during several months of qualifying 
competitions, staged an impressive 
procession through the streets of Sinj 
sporting their colourful tradional costumes 
decorated with gold and silver plates and 
armed with rifles, swords, shields and 
maces. With them were their assistants. 
The horse Jedek was also in the 
procession, as a symbol of the Turks’ 
defeat. 

The contest opened to the sounds of 
folk music and shots fired from ancient 
weapons 


The contestants wear the costumes of the 
period lavishly decorated with gold and silver. 
They also carry old weapons made by master 
craftsmen. 

The tournament . held in the first week of August 
every year is a first-class tourist attraction 
drawing thousands of spectators 


The scene had been set beforehand. 

The alka or ring is suspended on a length 
of rope stretched between two poles three 
metres above the ground. The alka consists 
in fact of two rings, 15 cm. in diametre, 
joined together so that there are four 
fields. 


At the sound of the trumpet, a 
competitor gallops his horse towards the 
ring which he is supposed to remove with 
his spear without letting go of it. He gets 
three points if he hits the smaller ring, two 
if he hits the upper half, and one point if 
he hits one of the two bottom quarter 
sections. The competitors charge three 
times, and the winner is the one who has 
collected most points. The course is 135 
metres long and must be covered in a 
gallop in 13 seconds at the most. 

The winner is presented with the 
traditional marks of honour — a ribbon 
and silver shield. After the competition is 
over, all the participants escort the winner 
to his home, while festivities continue in 
the town until late into the night.
